St&ln&ker tak¬ 
en and oon fined in the house of 
Brown Jenks as my jail and escap¬ 
ed ont of My Onstoday on the 27th 
of January, 1886 and I took out 
an eeoape warrant and give it to 
William Rowan, Constable of Ran¬ 
dolph county.”

It is impossible to de¬ 
scribe tne smoothness of its polish¬ 
ed surface. The stone is very hard 
and presumably of great value. It 
has been pronounoed as being good 
for lithographic purposes, and, 
judging from the smooth snrfooe, 
it seems ss tbo it would be valua¬ 
ble for this work. An authority 
says that lithographic stones are 
only found in Europe and the 
West Indies, and gives their colors 
as varying from pale yellows to 
whits, to reddish, bine, and green 
colors, and are composed of lime, 
clay, and silicious earth.

He has been away from home on a 
visit to friends, and stopped oyer 
here before he goes to Chicago" lb 
spend the winter with his son Will. 
Mr. Vandervort knows as much 
about early history of Fairmont as 
any man tiving. When s very 
small boy he moved hare. ‘This 
was in 1830. It oould soaroely be 
called a town, bat it was known by 
the name of Middletown, and con¬ 
sisted of not more than a dozen 
booses, and it was then in Monon¬ 
galia oonnty, near the Harrison 
oonnty line. He remembers dis¬ 
tinctly the wooden bridge that for¬ 
merly stood on Main staeet over 
the deep ravine near Reinheimer’s 
corner. Has played in the canon 
where Jackson street is and has 
picked his way along the cow paths 
that led through the dense growth 
of laurel, which had possession of 
the Southwest end of town. It is 
with pride that he now recalls the 
building of tlie court-house, the 
erection of tl^jMountain City 
House by Mathew Flem¬ 

ing, and thepuVwHg up of foe old 
shot tower by ’Sqniye Bards, for 
they were then as fine stkl as im¬ 
posing for their time as the T. F. 
Watson is for oore. Mr. Vander¬ 
vort resided h^re for fifty years 
and witnessed each change made 
in this vicinity daring that half 
oentnry. In 1880 he purchased a 
very valuable tract of land in Po¬ 
cahontas oonnty and has since re¬ 
sided there. He thinks Pocahon¬ 
tas m a fine oonnty, rioh in every- 
thing that makes a people great. 
It has an abnndenoe of pore water, 
rioh soil and s bealfoy elimate. 
He hasn’t been to this place for 
about three years and is astonished 
at the wonderful advancement the 
town has made in that time. Mr. 
Vandervort is looking very well 
and his long and osef&l life bean 
lightly upon him. He is one of 
the gentlemen who always receives 
the warmest and most ogydial wel¬ 
come whenever he pays this plaoe 
a visit ,—Fairmont Index.

The oave underlying Buck’s 
Moon tain, the fertile limestone 


mountain overlooking Marlinton, 
was partially explored last week, 
and much that was remarkable was 
discovered, tho a fair beginning 
was,not made as there are many 
avenues that were not traversed. 

The men who composed the ex-, 
ptaruro party were J. J. Hannah, 
John. Beverage, James McCollum, 
Jake Beverage, and Fletcher Mc¬ 
Collum, the last named returning 
to open air soon after entering the 


The entrance to the oave was 
made down a perpendicular wall 
for fifty feet, the descent being ac¬ 
complished by means at a rope 
and an “Indian ladder,” whioh is 
the trunk *f a tree with the branch¬ 
es affording footholds. At the bot¬ 
tom of this is a big room, from 
from whioh an incline of about 14 
degrees slopes for about twenty 
feet to a perpendicular offset of 
about twelve feet. A second room 
pbont twenty-five feet in diameter 
was here entered. A passage way 
twenty feet long through which 
the party walked brought them to 


the party walked brought them to 
a room perhaps 60 x 26 feet. 

! Another precipice, twenty feet 
high, was then deaoended by means 
of a rope, and-tbey entered a room 
larger than any yet fonnd. Here 
was found the bones and antlers 
of a large deer on a previous expe¬ 
dition, and more bones were ais- 
oavered, supposed to belong to the 
same skeleton. Creeping for per¬ 
haps sixty feet, a good-sized room 
was entered, and nere tbe creek 
was found of pure crystal water, 
roshing rapidly through its rocky 
channel. Walking down this 
stream for a considerable distance, 
they were brought to a halt at the 
water-fall where the stream plung¬ 
es over a twelve-foot wall. De- 
■ Anding this place by aid of ropes 
tom' reached tne bed of the stream 
again. Here was seen a tremen¬ 
dous rock, fifty feet long, which 
lay in the Btream. It was shaped 
like s stone-hammer, and splits the 
waters of the stream, it forming an 
island on eaoh side ot which the 
water swirled. 

Going on down stream a large 
room was fonnd at the end of 
wtdeh (he stream went out of 
sight. Where this stream opines 
to the snrfooe Is not known, and as 
■JUr hundreds of feet undergrerttod 
it may belong to those water ootars- 
■«m whioh underlie the surface of 
foe earth. 

Hot being able to proceed far¬ 
ther in this dieection, an alley was 
tried from the top of the waterfall, 
and kfter traveling for perhaps 
three hundred yards, a “jumping- 
off plaoe” of unknown height was 
reached whioh barred farther pas- 


Having spent the grea ter part of 
a day in the caverns, the party re¬ 
turned to the surface without hav¬ 
ing tried many other openings 
which lay along their comae. The 
cave has many beautiful rook for¬ 
mations. Light was furnished by 
means of pine torches and lamps. 

One of the party, Mr James Mc¬ 
Collum, was swung to the top try 
means of a rope tied around his 
body. He is a man of near eighty 
veara of age, and it speaks well of 
his strength and activity in his be¬ 
ing able to aocompany tho party 
on their tiresome and perilous ex¬ 
pedition into the bowels of foe 
earth.

Messrs William Gibson and Sam¬ 
uel Gibson were in Marlinton On 
Wednesday.

Walter Heaveuer, the 18 year 
old son of David Heavener, living 
five miles from Gillispie, in this 
oonnty, shot himself very severely 
last Tuesday. The manner in 
which the accident happened waa 
peculiar. He was walking up bill 
carrying a stick across his shoul¬ 
der on whioh a steel-trap was hung. 
On the same shoulder he carried a 
mountain rifle, it being held by the 
crook of his arm. In adjusting the 
trap the gun was let fall and it 
turned over, throwing the muzzle 
of the gun against his leg, at the 
same time the breech hit the 
ground; 

The gun was discharged, the 
ballet passing through foe thigh 
grazing the bone, and leaving a 
clean hole clear through the mid¬ 
dle of hip:.leg. The gun had a 
heavy charge of powder and was of 
a good sized bore, the bullets run¬ 
ning about 66 to the pound of lead. 

Mr. McBride Gum, an old Con¬ 
federate aoldier/who lives in th© 
neighborhood, was sent for, and 
dressed fo$ wound from experience 
in the Confederate army. The 
wonnd is healing rapidly and up to 
this date a doctor has not been 
called in. It is miraoulons that 
the ball neither shattered the bone 
or cut an artery. 

Petersburg Loses. 

MaysviUe has everything to win 
and nothing to lose in ibe county 
seat removal question ovqp in 
Grant county. The oonnty seat 
was transferred from Mgysville to 
Petersbnrg a great many years ago 
by a special aot of the legislators. 
Afterwards the oonstitution was 
amended denying the legislature 
power to pass such special acts, 
but the last session of the state’s 
lawmakers passed an act providing 
that, where formerly the legisla¬ 
ture had, by special legislation, or¬ 
dained the removal of a connJy 
seat, that county seat could again 
be removed on a majority vote of 
foe electors of the county. The 
citizens of Grant oonnty opposed 
to the present removal propose to 
test the constitutionality of the 
present aot. 

The oonnty court met at Peters¬ 
burg Monday to oonnt the vote re¬ 
cently cast. The majority for 
Maysville waB 286, bnt on a three- 
fifth vote the majority for Peters¬ 
burg would have been 10. 

Twelve or fourteen teams and 
three or four hundred men from 
Maysville went over to Petersburg 
to remove the records, after the re¬ 
sult of the. election was officially 
deolared. . Reports say that Grant 
may look for aa interesting times 
aS Tnoker had on the oonnty seat 
removal .—Tucker Democrat. 

Ik Comes by Marlinton. 

There is mnch interest manifest¬ 
ed at the present time in regard to 
the bnilding of the Ohio West 
Virginia Southern Railroad. There 
have been two rontee surveyed, 
but it is now settled that this road, 
commencing at Marieta, Ohio, 
will run down Cow Creek on the 
West Virginia side, crossing the 
North Fork of Hnghes River and 
the B. & O. R. R. at a point near 
Cornwallis, running from there 
through the south side of the town 
of Horrisville, the oonnty seat cf 
Riohie county, thence an air-line 
to the immense deposits of cool 
and timber fields of ‘ Gilmor and 
adjoining conntiee, several thous¬ 
ands acres of whioh have been tok¬ 
en up by parties in close relation 
to the proposed road-, thence to 
Clifton Forge, Virginia, without a 
single tunnel. This trill open up 
another vast area of country not 
yet penetrated by rail.— Journal 
of Commerce.
